The value of blood plasma to the 
man in service was told by Naval 
Air Cadet John G. Moffat who re- 
ceived two transfusions of blood 
plasma last year after an airplane 
accident near Naval Hospital, Phil- 
adelphia. 

Chairman of the meeting was 
Frederick W. Dreher, head of the 
War Fund drive on the Main Line. 
Following invocation by Dr. Jo- 
seph Fort Newton of the Church 
of St. Luke and the Epiphany, 
Philadelphia, introductory remarks 
were made by Joseph L. Eastwick, 
chairman of the committee on 
branches of the S. E. Penna. Chap- 
ter. Benediction was given by the 
Rev. Eugene A. Kelly of St. Col- 
man's Church, Ardmore.

We 
should and will have to conserve 
all types of food stuff and build 
up as large a reserve as is human- 
ly possible. We can accomplish this 
through an intensive Victory Gar- 
den program."

Used In Unsuccessful 
(Extortion Attempt 

Charles Allen Moore, 30, 801 Bid- 
die st_, Ardmore, was held in $2,- 
500 bail for court at a hearing on 
a charge of blackmail before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Franklin P. Kro- 
mer Wednesday afternoon at the 
Lower Merion Township Building. 

At the hearing, Moore acknow- 
ledged a confession signed by him 
revealing that he had attempted 
to extort $500 from Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul C. Rebman, 130 St. Georges 
rd., Ardmore. 

Testifying at the hearing, Cap- 
tain of Detectives William Shaffer, 
of the Lower Merion Police, stated 
that Moore had made up a cont- 
posite photograph from a newspa- 
per picture of Barbara Rebmann, 
18-year-old Biyn Mawr College 
student, and a "compromising" 
magazine picture.

Montgom- 
ery av. and Church rd.. Ardmore. 

The demonstration was developed 
and will be presented by the Bell 
Telephone Company to show how 
the various activities of civilian de- 
fense groups are co-ordinated with 
military defense plans. 

Flashing lights, accompanied by 
sound effects, on a 10 by 18 foot 
panel, show the work by civilian 
defense workers from the time 
the lrst spotter hears the sound of 
approaching enemy planes until the 



last bit of damage has been taken 
care of by emergency squads. 

The demonstiation starts with 
the first spotter hears the sound of 
planes, showing how the spotter 
gives the "army flash" telephone 
call to the nearest filter board, 
wheie the informa'. ion is plotted 
and passed on to the information 
center. 

During the demonstration bombs 
can be heard dropping on the dark- 
ened area while the red tongues of 
fire light up damaged sections. 

Telephone calls are heard, direct- 
ing fire squads to one point, send- 
ing an ambulance to another, a re- 
scue squad to a third. Meanwhile, 
the noisy ack-ack fire of the anti- 
aircraft guns is heard as they at- 
tack the enemy.

Said H. E. Hodglciss, Extenlon 
Entomologist: To protect aspara- 
gus against beetles, ' iet one plant 
grow up uncut and this will attract 
the beetles away from the other 
plants. 

Said <f. W. L. Gatenby, Bryn 
Mawr: Start planting in April- 
best early crops are a short row of 
parsley, spinach, a few peas, onions 
and parsnips — turnips can be sown 
early in spring but rutabagas are 
hard ' to grow around here, as is 
cauliflower — if you must have corn, 
white corn is stronger and more 
resistant to pests than is yellow. 

Said Fred Ralne, Chestnut Hill 
(demonstrating with tools) : Stand 
up as straight as possible when dig- 
ging with either fork or spade don't 
try to pick up so much on one fork- 
ful that you bave to bend way 
down to get leverage — that's a sure 
way to get Amateur's Ache.

Said Kenneth HanMrison, Penn- 
ington: iise lime, five pounds to 100 
square feet of ground, if the land 
has not been limed in the laijt <few 
years— this will probably make soil 
too sweet for potatoes and egg- 
plant, but a Victory Garden is not 
the place for these two crops any- 
way. 

Said John C Kenealy, lower 
Merion Township Tree Warden: 
Planning of Victory Gardens is 
vital — plant your rows north and 
south If possible to get the greatest 
benefit of the sun— follow instruc- 
tions of experienced persons, as no 
ground must be wasted-— a plot 25 
by 50 feet will supply a family of 
four — have adequate paths through 
plot— follow a leaf crops with a 
root crop and follow that with a 
root crop, for instance, beans, then 
beets, then tomatoes — cultivate soil 
as soon as possible after a rain in 
order to conserve moisture and 
keep weeds down — respect the pro- 
perty of others and be sure to leave 
your garden plot clean at the end 
of the season. 

Said J. M. Hufflngton, of State 
College: Grow the vegetables that 
give you the most food value for 
the space used — tomatoes top the 
list, greens are goed and so are 
root crops — cucumbers and squash 
take up too much room and the 
bugs are too fond of them — start 
early and plow deep — use about 35 
pounds of fertilizer to each 1000 
square feed of ground — don't at- 
tempt peas in a small lot — leaf 
lettuce is an especially good crop 
to raise — sow carrots and beets in 
April and again in June, thin them 
out when they are young and use 
the thinnings to eat— harvest beans 
often for a better crop — tomatoes 
need a lot of moisture, therefore 
it is best to mulch these plants- 
wilt is most often responsible for 
unsuccessful tomato growing so 
plant a wilt-resistant variety such 
as Pan America— plant your toma- 
to seed in flats now, set them out 
early in May — remember in storing 
your harvest, next fall that a tem- 
perature of 32 to 50 degrees Fah- 
renheit must be maintained in the 
storage place. 

Said Charles K. Hallowell, Phila- 
delphia representative of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture: Don't 
overdo in your enthusiasm — we
